THE ARIZONA COPPER 
CO. 


A Uriel Review 
of Its lllttory 
In the 
Mining World, 
Tho Arizona Coppor Co., Ld, of 
UlUton, was lormed in 
1882 when 
it acquired 
titlo to its properties 
by tho purchaso of the property of 
tno Jbonglcllow 
Uoppcr company 
and also of other 
mines, 
such 
as 
Motcalf and 
Coronado. 
At that 
time the nearest 
railroad 
connec- 
tion was Lordsburg 
71 miles dis- 
tant 
and all freight was conveyed 
between Lordsburg and Clifton by 
mulo teams. 
Occasionally supplies 
were cut off for several months on 
account of floods 
which 
made the 
river impassable. 
The new 
com- 
pany at once 
saw that a railroad 
wouldi 
bo 
an absolute necessity. 
They therefore 
commenced 
build- 
ing in 1882, but on account of 
fin- 
ancial difficulties the railroad 
was 
not completed 
till 1884. 
At that 
limo 
tho 
Arizona 
Copper 
Com- 
pany, liko all other Arizona Cop- 
per companies, 
depended upon its 
bonanzas for its ore supply. 
The 
treatment 
of 
low-grad- 
e 
ores was 
then an unknown art in Arizona. 
Moreover, Arizona 
low-grad- 
e 
ores 
presented 
entirely 
now 
features 
under conditions 
which 
were also 
new 
and extremely difficult. 
It 
thcreforo determined to live, if it 
could, on its 
self-fluxin- g 
first-clas- s 
ores and it decided to allow 
low-grad- e 
ore to stand 
neglected 
for 
many years until the approaching 
exhaustion of its high grado 
ores 
foicc.d it to tako action. 
Tho rich 


self-fluxin- g 
ores occurred on and 
near tho context 
which 
the 
lime- 
stone beds made with tho porphyry 
dykes which broke through them. 
Tho old Longfellow and tho De- 
troit Mines 
wcro 
tho 
principal 
producers. 
These two properties 
alone probably 
havo produced as 
much 
as 
ono 
hundred 
million 
pounds of copper. 
In 1892 after 
ten years 
of corporate 
existence, 
during which time, in place of pay- 
ing dividends to its shareholders, 
tho company bad sunk deeper into 
debt, it was found that tho bonan 
za mines were practically exhaust 
ed, that thero was littlo or no hope 
of tho discovery of other bonanzas, 
development 
work 
done by tho 
diamond 
drill 
having 
failed 
to 
place anything of value upon tho 
surface. 
At this time it was fairly 
evident to the company that if it 
was to live at all it must abandon 
the limestone belt and explore the 
oruptivo rocks which had 
so far 
been neglected. 
It also found that 
it would havo 
to 
doviso new and 
important processes for the 
treat- 
ment of 
low 
grade 
oxide 
ores 
which 
abounded 
in tho Metcalf 
and Coronado districts. 
It was a 
bard and 
apparently 
impossible 
task, but it was the only hope for 
the company, and they determined 
with true Scotch tenacity, 
to hold 
on so long as thero was the 
faint- 
est promise 
of success. 
It would 
occupy too much spaco to describe 
tho successive and successful steps 
by which tho desired end was final- 
ly reached. The successful starting 
ot tuc Jeacinng plant was 
quicklv 
followed

prices for 
coppor,

could live, and live 
well, 
on its 
low grado ore, hut last year tho 
company decided that in order to 
enable it to survivo during poriods 
oi low prices, it 
would

neces- 
sary for it to 
conduct 
its opera 
tions on a much larger 
and more 
economical scale. 
It then decided 
to standardize its railroad between 
Lordsburg and Clifton, a 
disUvneo 
of 71 miles, a considorablo distance 
through 
rugged 
mountains, 
to 
widon tho gaugo'on tho first 
sec- 
tion of tho Coronado 
railroad, 
to 
erect 
ft 
completo 
now 
smelting 
plant and to 
incroasp 
its 
milling 
capacitj' oy tno construction 
ot a 
large concentrating 
plant at 
its 
Longfollow mino. 
This program, 
involving tho expenditure 
of ovor 
one.million dollars, practically 
ab- 
sorbed 
tho 
profits 
of 
tho 
company during tho past year. 
The Company however, did not 
shrink from that sacrifice as it felt 
that its abundant supplies of low 
grado ores 
fully 
warranted 
the 
largo expenditure, and it hopes to 
havo its reward in the ability 
to 
live plainly when a period 
of low 
grado ore sets in.

shareholders in it, and the shares
